So, as long as there are 
any German armies on Russian soil 
there seems little chance for Hitler

sia. A separate peace is absurd, till 
Hitler’s power is absolutely broken 
by Russia or somebody. 


There's no nation more deserving 
to enter Berlin fightnig a victorious 
battle than the Russians. And there 
is no army that Germany fears more 
than the Russians. Think 
what 
a 
couple of million men would do 
to 
Berlin in a few days! Does any one 
think Russia has forgotten the mis­ 
ery and deaths that the 
Germans 
have inflicted upon Russia? It 
is 
a fight to a finish. 
It is hard to understand the real­ 
istic views the Russians hold towards 
other nations. Notice they 
do 
not 
brag and blare out what they are 
going to do, but they wait till it has 
happened. In the 
meantime 
they 
keep silent and grind away hard till 
their enemies or themselves give in 
or back. 
The stage is set, and we predict 
that by September 1, one 
of 
the 
most gigantic movements of troop* 
and sea power ever attempted will 
take place. It will in fact give 
the 
United Nations about 
three 
good 
months to determine whether 
this 
war is to last till Christmas or next 
spring on the winter of 1944. The 
striking power of the United States 
is just now gjing into high. There 
is no doubt what time will deliver 
to our armed forces. 
Notice that lately the Herald has 
had little to say about Japan. 
That 
is a dark, hard subject that makes 


us shudder to think about. But this 
much right now’. . . .W E believe be­ 
fore the end comes, every Japanese 
ship, on the water and under 
the 
w'ater and in the air, every 
port, 
city and factory will be blasted, bat­ 
tered, scorched and burned. . . then 
what? and then what?

time will tell. We reserve Japan for 
a future editorial.
